The great point Is 
to keep the aptier six Inches of soil 
perfectly loose snd fribble, so that the 
moisture from be lew la not drawn up 
ward and lost to evaporation, but does 
not ascend higher than the compact 
subsoil that la not broken np by the 
plow. For this reasou tb4 plowing Is 
shallow, averaging from roar to six 
Inches to depth. 

When the time for sowing the seed 
arrives the land ta plowed to a depth | 
of about six Inches and the seed la i 
sown from an arrangement attached 
to the plow, falls on the damp aubeoll ! 
and I* covered by the soil rloalug over 
behind the plowshare. From thla time | 
the npi«er stratum of loose soli pre¬ 
vents tbs escape of moisture upward 
beyond the wet sobsol! on which the j 
seeds rest and luto which their root* i 
after the process of germination 
spread.—Chicago Tribune.
